I have already written about can­ 
ning peas and corn. 
Now I am going 
lo give directions for drying these 
two vegetables. 
To Dry Peas, use a wire rack re­ 
sembling 
a 
fine-meshed 
window7 
screen—or simply a rack m ade of 
cheesecloth tacked 
onto 
a 
wooden 
frame. 
This rack should be set on 
the oven shelf rather than on the 
floor of the oven, so as to permit a 
free circulation of air beneath the 
drying food. 
The oven door should 
be left ajar to prevent the tem pera­ 
ture from becoming too intense. 
Of course it is a great help to have 
an oven therm om eter in drying foods. 
lf you would like to buy one and do 
not know of a store that sells them, 
write to me, enclosing a stamped and 
self-addressed envelope, and I 
will 
galdly tell you of a firm that sells 
Them by mail. 
I believe they cost 
around $2. 
Prices vary in different 
i shops with different makes. 
With an oven therm om eter, begin 
the drying of peas and com at 110 
degrees Fahrenheit and let it rise 
gradually to 130 degrees—never high­ 
er than 150. 
Vegetables should be blanched In 
steam before drying. 
Blanching is 
important for the reason that it re­ 
moves the sticky coating on the sur­ 
face 
of the 
vegetable, 
relaxes 
the 
tissues, and drives out the air, as a 
result of which the drying is done 
in 
a 
much 
shorter 
time 
than 
if 
blanching were omitted. 
Select full-sized green peas and put 
them in a cheesecloth bag; hold this 
bag in 
steam 
from 
rapidly-boiling 
water for five minutes, then plunge 
the bag into cold w ater rapidly, let 
drain a moment, pat between clean 
towels, and spread 
the 
Peas 
in 
a 
single layer on the drying trays in the 
oven. 
Let them stay in the oven 
three and one-half hours, when they 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
dried. 
Stir 
the moften to insure uniform dry­ 
ing. 
Store in air-tight 
containers, 
after "conditioning" as described be­ 
low7. 
To Dry Corn: 
Select young, tender 
ears, remove Bilk a n d steam the cob 
' for lo minutes; this sets the milk 
in the corn. 
Now plunge a moment 
in cold water, then cut the kernels 
from the cob, cutting the grains only 
half way down to the cob and scrap­ 
ing out the remainder of the kernels 
! without any of the chaff close to the 
cob. 
Drain well, pat between towels 
and dry just like the peas. 
After 
drying 
these 
vegetables.
